FOREWORD 


Over the last few years interest in the oceanography of the Tasman and 
Coral Seas has been increasing in parallel with the general strengthening 
of oceanographic activity in the bordering countries. 

In 1958 a meeting of Australian, New Caledonian, and New Zealand 
workers concerned with the study of the Tasman and Coral Seas was 
held at Cronulla under the auspices of UNESCO. The object of the 
meeting was to enable the discussion of individual programmes and 
collaborative investigations in this area. 

At a subsequent meeting of a Working Party of this group held in 
Wellington in 1960, an interim version of this bibliography was tabled. 

The present memoir, covering papers dealing with oceanic topics in 
this region has been compiled to assist both joint and individual research 
projects among the three countries concerned with the area. 

Mrs P. M. Cullen has been responsible for preliminary editing of the 
manuscript. Final editing for publication has been carried out under 
the supervision of Mr F. E. Studt, Information Bureau, D.S.I.R.

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PREFACE 


Oceanography includes the subjects marine 
biology, marine geology, hydrology, and chemistry 
of sea water, and this bibliography on the 
‘ Oceanography of the Tasman and Coral Seas to 
I960” is an expansion and continuation of a 
preliminary manuscript bibliography which was 
prepared for the UNESCO meeting on the Tasman 
and Coral Sea held in Wellington in August 1960. 
It covers the areas between latitudes 10° and 45° S 
and longitudes 145° and 175° E that lie outside 
the continental shelves. Thus papers dealing 
mainly with coastal areas around Australia, New 
Zealand, and New Caledonia have been omitted. 
Papers dealing solely with fishing and meteorology 
have not been included as it was felt that these 
did not come completely within the terms of the 
bibliography. 

The references have been divided into several 
main subject sections, with a general section 
covering expedition reports and those papers 
covering two or more subjects which it is not 
possible to divide out readily. Some expeditions - 
notably Dana and Discovery - have been listed 
in the general section and also in subject groupings 
as the relevant sections were easily abstracted. 
A section on maps and charts of the area has also 

been included since it was considered worth while 
to have these listed altogether. 

Entries have been made alphabetically under 
individual authors, with cross references from 
joint authors, and by date order if there is more 


than one entry by the same author. Any works 
by a corporate author are in the main sequence. 
The use of “Anon.” as a main entry has been 
avoided as much as possible, the name of the 
publishing department or institution being used. 
With the exception of seven items, all references 
in the list have actually been sighted. No anno¬ 
tations have been made for entries. Abbreviations 
used are those given in the World List of Scientific 
Periodicals , 3rd ed. London, Butterworth, 1952. 

Journals checked include all available scientific 
New Zealand, Australian, and New Caledonian 
titles from Vol. 1 onwards in most cases. Each 
journal has been individually inspected and 
checked and a list of these is appended. All lists 
of references at the end of each relevant article 
have been checked also. References and indexes 
have been checked in many other journals from 
the United Kingdom, Japan, France, U.S.S.R., 
and the United States, but in the main, most items 
have been found in the New Zealand, Australian, 
and New Caledonian publications. 

It is intended to keep this list up to date, and 
work on 1961 references is in progress. 

Thanks are expressed to Mr E. H. Leatham, 
Chief Librarian, Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, for advice on technical points 
and to the Librarians at the Dominion Museum, 
Alexander Turnbull Library, and the Royal 
Society of New Zealand for their assistance during 
checking.
